1) The first is for a roof vent design that limits the pressure difference across the roof 
of a building. I have just received a notice of publication of application. The 
application number is 10/068,935 the publication number is US-2003-01 53261- 
Al - Does this mean that this patent has been granted? 

2) The second application is for a new air bag design for cars and trucks. This is the 
application th^t we discussed in our phone conversation. The application number 
is 1 0/1 12,934. 1 explained that I had received a notice indicating that the 
application had been abandoned. I indicated that this was a surprise to me as I had 
no intention of abandoning the application and was waiting for a response from 
the U.S. patent ofiSce. The initial changes requested by the USPTO were for 
correction of margin size. These I made and resubmitted. Since then I have been 
waiting for any other responses. You indicated that a letter of final rejection had 
been sent to me and I ejsplained that I had not received that. In our conversation 
you explained that you would retrieve the application from the abandoned files 
department and communicate to me by fax a status update. Also you indicated 
that you would speak with your supervisor about the situation and that I should 
not worry too much as in cases such as this there is usually no real problem 
sorting out the miscommunication. Due to the major hurricane that hit the island, 
phone and power lines have been out and fax attempts will not have reached me. 
The fex/phone lilies are open now and I will also call just to follow up. Is there 
anything that I need to do to help tl)e process?
